The PC’s highways 
committee is looking into the possibility of putting 
up warning notices or Smph signs at the entrance to 
the Windmill Centre, to help ensure the safety of 
toddlers attending the play group. Cllrs are 
concerned about the growing number of A-boards 
on the village green and will ask businesses to 
reduce them.

Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for September 1[847:- 


8th SEPTEMBER - Our annual Horticultural Exhibition took place in the Castle Grounds and was 
well attended by several families in the neighbourhood. ; 
9th SEPTEMBER - My brother John and the Rev. Malcolm (the vicar of Dun's Tew) left us 
after luncheon ~ the latter communicated to me the evening before his attachment to our dearest 
Betsie and high regard for her, I gave him no answer one way or the other, promised so to do. 
15th SEPTEMBER - I wrote to Malcolm about a certain matter relative to himself and_our 
dearest Betsy and posted the letter myself. 
17th SEPTEMBER —- I heard from Malcolm in answer to mine of yesterday - a very good and 
proper letter - I returned him a brief reply. I wrote also to our dearest boys Holford, Willy 
and Johnny. A large limb was blown out of one of the elms on the Bank, opposite the house, 
esterday, by the wind. ; 
18th SEPTEMBER - 4 boys brought before me for robbing orchard of apples and filberts, 
ordered them to pay 8/2d. each costs, damage and fine in a week's time or go to prison for 7 
pote SEPTEMBER - Wrote to the Senior Canon of Windsor to announce my intended 
resignation of this Living on the 11th October next — or at the convenience of the Chapter. 
Commenced a letter to our Bishop about this Living and my resignation thereof.

ON THE FARM 


At the time of writing, harvest is well advanced with only some 30 
acres of milling wheat and 45 acres of feed wheat left to cut. The 
winter and spring beans will not be ready for a week or two yet. We started harvest on 7 
August with the oil seed rape and went straight on into the winter oats and wheat . Apart from 
an odd shower it has been non-stop and all the grain so far has gone into store without the need 
of drying. But the high daytime temperatures have meant that the grain has had to be cooled to 
prevent it from sweating and going mouldy. No doubt as you have driven round the countryside 
in recent weeks you will have seen large clouds of dust coming from the combines. This is 
mainly due to the rain we had in July and at times it can be difficult for us to see the cutting 
table just a few feet in front. To date, the machinery has run well with few problems. That is 
the up side of the harvest. The down side is that when opening out a field of wheat next to the 
Clifton road I ran into a dismantled bedstead that some brainless idiot had dumped a few yards 
into the crop. The repair of the damage meant half a day’s work lost and an unwanted repair 
bill. On the down side again, as yet it is difficult to say just how the rain in July has affected 
the quality of the milling wheat. If the bushel weight or the protein content are too low it will 
only be fit for animal feed and with the market awash with feed wheat and a very strong £ it will 
be difficult to market. 

The lambs have been weaned and are fattening up on the hay aftermaths. The ewes will now be 
sorted through and got ready for the tups to go out in September. The other day I was asked 
why white sheep can have black lambs and vice versa. Sheep have been bred by man for thou- 
sands of years from black native sheep and white sheep imported by invaders to suit the needs 
and conditions of a particular part of the country (wool, meat or milk). Man, in his attempt to 
outdo his neighbour, has crossed and recrossed the different types to produce the modern-day 
breeds, many named after the area where they were first bred, eg. Suffolk, Dorset Horn, 
Hampshire Down, Oxford Down, Swaledale, Scotch Blackface, to name just a few, and it still goes 
on today. So with all the different combinations of genes, Mother Nature can sometimes slip up 
and a white ewe will produce a black lamb. The same thing can happen with humans but an 
unusual hair colour is blamed on the milkman! The early fortunes of Deddington were founded 
on the trade of wool from a breed of sheep called the Cotswold Long Wool. 

You would think a combine thundering up and down a field. would panic all the wild life, but not 
a bit of it. I often have to stop to move partridges and pheasants out of the way, and kestrels 
follow the combine to catch mice. This year I watched a pair of hobby hunting and catching 
dragonflies and butterflies only a few yards in front of the combine. GEORGE FENEMORE

GARDENING NOTES 


The question of colour schemes crops up regularly, and though this is we 
really a matter of personal taste, it is worth bearing in mind that the 

coloured flowers are only the icing on the cake, there for a few weeks during tne summer. 
The plant is there for all to see the year round. For this reason a foliage bed can be a 
great joy and will be a pleasure to look at in the winter months. Red Sage contrasting 
with silver Stachys (Lambs Tails) makes a good edge and can be livened up in the summer 
with Alchemilla here and there. Behind them, I would try a bright variegated shrub like 
Eleagnus; a dark green shrub, perhaps a Portuguese Laurel, or an Osmanthus which has 
the additional bonus of heavy scented white blossom in the Spring, and a variegated 
Pittosporum. These are all evergreens and will give you a good background all the winter. 
You could plant a couple of Iceberg roses and white Foxgloves in between for dots of 
restrained summer colour. In the more mixed beds some good shapes help. Spikes like 
Iris or Tradescantia give interest and make a change from the more humpy shapes of some 
perennials. MARIANNE ELSLEY 


What is a weed? A plant whose virtues have not been discovered (Ralph Waldo Emerson). 
Although the earlier part of this year was dry and not too cold, I got going about the 
beginning of March. The allotment plot was very dry and covered with weeds but really 
quite easy to dig and, although I stopped part way to plant the onions and shallots, 
digging was finished before the end of April. I am now on my fourth packet of carrots 
and beetroot, only nine of the corn plants have come up, but I have a wonderful row of 
radishes — you can always rely on radishes. The potatoes and broad beans are looking 
healthy. I shall be looking for recipients for the marrows and courgettes, and I feel sure 
my freezer will once again be stacked with margarine tubs full of tomato soup. The bees 
have been buzzing about the flowering sage and the carnations and, hopefully, the broad 
bean flowers. The rain improved things no end though I swear the weeds grew over eight 
inches in three days! But despite the hard work and disappointments, the allotment is such 
a beautiful and peaceful place I can't understand why we haven't got a queue waiting to 
take on a plot. The unworked plots look daunting but no one has to complete digging in 
the first year. You can get just as much exercise 'growing your own' as playing badmin-~ 
ton, going to the gym, etc. So what about a few more diggers and planters? A freshly 
pulled carrot, newly dug potato or sunwarm ripe tomato tastes good and does you good.
